It is far too 
common to be doing Hong- 
kong’s Tourlst Associntion 
any good. 

It is clementary, surely, that 
every country calculates its 
currency nccording to the 
standard of ita own pecu- 
liar coin; in other words, 
in the United States we 
reckon in dollars, and we 
mean United States dollars 
not Mexican or Hongkong 
dollars. In Tokyo we pay 
our bills in yen; in London 
in pounds, not Australian 
or Egyptian, but English 
pounds sterling. 


ND by the same token, 
‘ when we speak of’ dollara 
‘in’ Hongkong, we mean 

‘ Hongkong dollars: There 
can be no exceptions to this 
rule, and any who would 
have it otherwise is mere- 
ly indulging in sharp prac- 
tice. And such practices 
will ultimately reflect upon 
the Colony, ita good name, 
and to its subsequent econo- 
mic injury. The question 
now becomes, how wide- 
sprend is this practice of 
quoting prices in United 
States dollars? 

It is possible, even at this 
moment, to visit shopa in 
the centre of Victoria, 
where this practice is in- 
dulged to the extent of 
price tagging articles in 
US$. Having made our 
point we now throw the 
problem back. to “the Hong- 
kong Tourist Association.

Casting around for a 
site fairly near his home In 
Carapichaima,- a 
village -some: 20 miles from 
Port-of-Spain, he came upon o 
plot of stony: ground near the 
water's edge, used by a eugar- 
cane estate for dumping ltter. 

He set to work in the hot 
sun, building like a beaver, but 
no sooner hid the first few 
stabs ‘been’ Iaid when down 
came u summons from the 
estale, “hauling him Into court 
for trespassing. He was fined 
once-twice-three times, but 
could not be stopped. His tem 
ple mounted block by block. 


JAILED 


On his fourth court appear- 
ance, in 3953, he was bundled 
into jolt for 14 days, and the 
estate sent one of its tractors 
to smash down the partly built 
temple. But the tractor driver 
wag later killed by o falling 
tree... and the tlous 
villagers .of Carapic! began 
to lovk upon Sewdass with awe 
and reverence. 

-When he came out of jail, 
Sewdass thought tong and hard. 
Then he hit. upon ao unique 
plen .. a temple built out 
at sen, where the long arm of 
the estate could not reach. And 
Sewdass could not swim! But 
each morning he trekked the 
two miles from his shop to the 
shore to work feverishly at his 
now task, his wife, aged 32, ond

First he built a rough path-

NEVER ‘TRAINED 


“Every time I-cemented the 
drums,” he said, “the sea’ woul 
wash ‘them away.

How did this untutored shop- 
-kcoper know the tricks — and 
technique of bullding construc- 
tion? He didn’t. “I was never 
trained,” he sald, “but the 
Hindu gods helped me to do 
the right thing.
